Quigley taps into Haif Acre, small businesses

You could say that Congressman Mike Quig- 
ley is trying to tap into what makes small busi- 
nesses work— especially in Chicago, which 
has a dismal reputation on that front. On 
Wednesday, the Chicago Democrat spent 
a few hours at Half Acre Beer Company on 
Lincoln Avenue, where he got a taste of how 
a small craft brewery operates. At one point. 
Half Acre’s director of operations Dan White- 
ley scooped a handful of yeast foam from a 
bubbhng bucket and held it to Quigley’s face. 

“Try it— it’s really bitter,” he said. Quigley 
sampled it and winced. 

Quigley shoveled used barley into a waste 
bin, then poured hops into a tank full of hot 
wort that would become Daisy Cutter pale 
ale. He even loaded the finished products into 
boxes that were ready for sale. It was the latest 
stop in his Undercover Congressman program, 
similar to the TV show “Undercover Boss.” 

It also falls months before his likely re-elec- 
tion in November. Without pointing fingers 
at fellow Democrats at City Hall or anyone 
else, Quigley acknowledged that Chicago has 
a reputation for being unfriendly to business. 

So how can a congressman help Chicago’s 
small business climate? 

“It has that reputation. It has a long way to 
go to overcome that, and it’s a variety of fac- 
tors,” Quigley said. “To the extent what I do in 
DC. can help that, I think some of it has to do 
with trade-type issues— pro and con— [and} 
tax issues. I learn more about the kinds of help 
that will help small businesses and the people 
who work there. I tell you, transportation is 
huge. I worked in a restaurant in Elmhurst 
and ... the entire lunch shift flipped hamburg- 
ers and made fries and talked to the people I 
was working with ... they told me the hardest 
part was getting there. ‘I make this much and 
there’s no train that takes me here.’ You can 
forget about that, why it matters. Transporta- 
tion becomes so important for folks.” 

The Undercover Congressman project has 
brought Quigley to dozens of workplaces. He 
has made cheesecake at EH’s, worked at a treat- 
ment plant at the Metropolitan Water Reclama- 
tion District and made hot dogs at Superdawg. 

“Good workout!” he said as he shoveled 
spent grain from a tank Wednesday “If I was 
a little more than average height, it would be 
easier. It’s a leverage thing,” said the congress- 
man, who stands 5-foot- 7. 

Quigley toured the facility at 4257 N. Lin- 
coln Ave., in North Center, asking questions 
from how best to stack boxes of Daisy Cutter 
to how to market beer to women. Mainly he 
said, his goal is to listen. 


“I’ve heard everything,” he said when asked 
what concerns local business owners. “Chi- 
nese currency manipulation, the tax code, lo- 
cal problems, local political problems.” 

Chicago got a D+ in the latest Kauffman 
Eoundation/Thumbtack survey of small busi- 
ness friendliness. Business owners rated Chi- 
cago last out of 82 cities for optimism about 


the local economy 

Democrats nationwide, including Quigley 
have supported a minimum wage increase as 
election season ramps up. Many business ad- 
vocates say increasing the wage would be an 
urmecessary strain on their finances in a stiU- 
struggling economy Quigley was quick to say 
that not all business owners oppose an increase. 


“When I talk to small businesses, they tell 
me as the economy grows they can tolerate 
it more, and how you phase it in matters,” he 
said after sampling some Half Acre Pony pil- 
sner. “It’s a tough balance on so much of this. 
In the end, the cure to a lot of this is growing 
the economy”

ment of the user’s GPS location, photo and 
physical description using their cellphone 
signal. 

He said the idea for the system heavily was 
inspiredby the Keller case, in which he believes 
a device like EduProtect would have helped 
police find the i8-year-old much sooner. 

The device works like this: With the press 
of the device’s button, the user’s informa- 
tion-including where they are— is transmit- 
ted with the aid of a cellphone to a private 
dispatch center in Springfield. In turn, the

authorities the nature of their emergency 

“It’s understood that this product is for 
emergency situations, it’s not for the party 
down the road, the cat in the tree,” he said. 
“It’s a situation where you are in danger right 
now and the only thing that’s going to make 
me feel better is a police officer.” 

Parisi is hoping to raise $20,000 to fund 
the initial startup costs of manufacturing 
the remote devices, called EduRemotes. The 
company is offering discotmted subscription 
plans and free remote devices to early funders . 
Those who donate of S60 or more also will al- 
low the company to donate an EduRemote 
and a year of service to a Chicago Public 
School student in a high-risk neighborhood. 


“I know what we have built has the ability 
to save Uves,” Parisi said. The company is cur- 
rently working on version two of their soft- 
ware, which will have the ability to covertly 
record audio and video on a user’s smart- 
phone when the system is activated. The au- 
dio and video will be transmitted to police to 
be used as evidence. 

“It just gives them a few extra pieces that 
might help them solve the case,” he said. 

Benedictine University Chief of Police 
Mike Salatino, who consulted with the com- 
pany during development, said he believes 
the technology will improve response times 
in certain situations.

Man does post-Lolla 
backflip off bridge

It’s illegal to swim in the Chicago River, but 

how about backflipping into it? 

A video posted to YouTube on Monday ap- 
pears to show a Lollapalooza attendee doing 
just that, leaping into the air from a bridge 
downtown while others egg him on. 

“Just do it, just do it. Pretend like you’re in 
Cancun or something ... gainer, gainer,” a man 
off-camera can be heard saying, referring to 
an advanced type of diving maneuver. 

“I don’t wanna go to jail,” the man can be 
heard saying on the video. Another person, 
not in view of the camera, replies, “You’re not 
going to go to jail.” 

Then, he takes the plunge— backflipping in 
the dark of night from the bridge. 

Police officials said they were not inves- 
tigating the incident, but in similar cases a 
person could be charged with disorderly or 
reckless conduct. 

“We discourage anyone from copying this 


individual’s behavior,” department officials 
said in a statement. 

Keegan Goudie, 25, who’s behind the Chi- 
cago blog Major Onions and posted the video 
on the site, told RedEye the video was sent to 
him by a friend of the diver, who jumped from 
the Columbus Street Bridge into the river 
Saturday night after leaving Lollapalooza. 

Goudie met the diver around 10 p.m., he 
said, when he noticed the man was drenched 
from head-to-toe. The man sent him the vid- 
eo to prove that he had jumped into the river. 

“They did not seem intoxicated,” Goudie 
said of the pair. “They didn’t seem super-gung 
ho about it, either, like maybe they were just 
reahzing what had happened.” 

City law prohibits swimming in so-called 
unsafe waters, including the Chicago River, 
according to Chicago Police Officer Jose Es- 
trada, a department spokesman.

Englewood and Humboldt Park each saw 
two homicides in the past week, accord- 
ing to a RedEye analysis of preliminary Chi- 
cago police data. 

In Englewood, a 29 -year-old man was shot 
to death Tuesday in the 7200 block of South 

Morgan Street, police said. One day 

earlier, a 26-year-old man was fatally 
shot in the 5500 block of South Emer- 
ald Avenue, according to officials. 

Englewood, which had about 30,600 resi- 
dents counted in the 2010 Census, has loose 
borders of Garfield Boulevard on the north, 
75th Street on the south. Normal Avenue on 
the east and Racine Avenue on the west. 

Englewood has logged 10 homicides so far 
this year, the sixth highest toll among Chi- 
cago’s 77 community areas. The South Side 
community area recorded 23 homicides last 
year, up from 21 kiUings in 2012, according to 
RedEye data. 

In Humboldt Park, a 28-year-old man was 
stabbed to death Eriday in the 3900 block of 
West North Avenue, police said. One day ear- 
lier, a 34-year-old man was fatally shot in the 
4100 block of West Crystal Street, according 
to officials. 

Humboldt Park, which had about 56,000 
residents counted in the 2010 Census, has 
loose borders of Bloomingdale Avenue on 
the north, Kinzie Street on south, Humboldt 
Park on the east and Belt Railway on the west. 

Humboldt Park has logged ii homicides 
so far this year, the fifth highest toll among 
Chicago’s 77 community areas. The West Side 
community area recorded 14 homicides last 
year, down from 18 killings in 2012, RedEye 
determined. 

Citywide, gunshot homicides were logged 
in the past week in Auburn Gresham, Chica- 
go Lawn, Morgan Park, the Near North Side, 
New City South Lawndale, South Shore and 
West Garfield Park, according to police infor- 
mation. 

July ended last week with 40 homicides, 
down from 53 homicides in July 2013, RedEye 
found. 

Eleven homicides have been logged so far 
this month. Eifty-three homicides were re- 
corded in August 2013, RedEye determined.

When most people see a perfectly good wall, their 

first inclination isn’t to run right into it at full speed. 

Then again, most people aren’t White Sox out- 
fielder Adam Eaton. 

“It’s fun,” the 25-year-old said recently smiling. “I 
enjoy it. When you can put your body on the fine and 
help the team out in any way possible, it feels good.” 

Of course, sometimes the wall fights back. Eaton 
suffered a bruised lower back Wednesday while chas- 
ing a fly ball in the second inning against Texas after 
crashing into a non-padded portion of the U.S. Cel- 
lular Field wall. X-rays were negative. 

That daredevil mentality has made the man they 
call “Spanky” a fan favorite in his first season on the 
South Side. Eaton plays the outfield with the reck- 
less abandon of the Tasmanian Devil on Red Bull. 

It also helps that he’s enjoying the finest season of 
his career on the field. Through 92 games, Eaton has 
set career highs in hits (113), doubles (19), triples and 
RBIs (32). His batting average (.305) is also up more 
than 50 points from last year. 

“Eve got a good team around me that I know I can 
learn from with Paul Konerko and [Gordon] Beck- 
ham and all those guys that have really helped me 
along the way,” he said. “I think that’s the big thing 
... there’s always room to learn and take something 
away from every day and continue to compete.” 

That desire to learn has helped him stay relatively 
healthy Eaton said he does his homework before 
each game to make sure he knows how much room 
he has to work with. 

“[Batting practice] is a big key for us knowing how 
much room you have, how many steps you have on 
the [warning] track,” he said. “The bigger the track, 
the more steps you have and knowing how many feet 
those tracks are, you know how many full-length 
steps you have.” 

He’s also gotten an assist from ballpark designers. 

“The majority of the big league parks have 
done a great job with the walls and protect- 
ing us from ourselves more or less,” he 
said. “The chain Hnk [fence, like 
the one he ran into Wednes- 
day], I’m not 
a huge fan

it’s a httle less padding.” 

There is, generally a method to Eaton’s madness. 

“It’s a httle scary at times,” he said. “But if you do it 
risk-reward and you do it in a manner in which you’re 
not gonna try to go to the wall at more of a perpendic- 
ular angle where your shoulders are gonna get crushed 
or your knee going hard, [you should be OK].” 

That win-at-aU-costs mentaUty doesn’t work in every 
ballpark. Eaton said he has to adjust his style in a ball- 
parks where the boundaries aren’t quite as forgiving. 

Spanky may come off as a little crazy, but he’s defi- 
nitely not stupid.

“When there’s brick wall or you go 
to a Fenway where there is no pad- 
ding, you definitely have to adjust 
accordingly,” he said. “If there’s any 
height on the ball and you’re not go- 
ing to be going full speed but you’re 
definitely still are going to go for it 
for sure, just going at it at a smart 
direction [is important], not at a stu- 
pid direction where you’re going to 
crush your face or going perpendicu- 
lar into the wall where you’re gonna 
put your shoulder at risk. 

“You’ve gotta be smart about it.”

“I did some engine modifications and some body 
modifications to it,” he said proudly “I love it.” 

He’s also done his research when it comes to 
picking his next ride.

as a tornado-chasing documentary filmmaker. So to 
audition his dramatic abilities, the suburban Darien 
native— best known for co-founding sketch comedy 
troupe Upright Citizens Brigade and roles in “Veep,” 
“Ted” and “Old School”— pretended his house was a 
disaster zone. 

“It was my wife filming me underneath the dining room 
table, ’cause there’s a scene where a roof falls in,” the 
49 -year-old Hinsdale South/NIU grad and Second City/ 
Annoyance Theatre/Improv Olympic vet says at the Four 
Seasons Hotel. “{The characters are} underneath debris, 
and {my character is} trying to take count of his crew and 
trying to make sure the footage is salvageable, so he’s sort of 
taking charge. So we shot that. 

“I guess that proved I could be serious. Thank you, honey, 
for helping me get the job.” 


How much did you complain about the 
weather whiie growing up in Chicago? 

Just the cold. I went to Northern Illi- 
nois, and I remember a couple winters, 
January when you come back right after 
Christmas and it’s 30 -below and the 
power goes out or something and you’re 
just stuck in the house for two or three 
days. Crazy The cold is just bananas. 
Especially in January 

What was the biggest chalienge 
for you in deaiing with the weather 
created on set?

There was never any danger. I got to 
drive this wicked vehicle called the 
Titus, which is like a lo-ton pickup 
that’s converted into a tornado-chasing 
vehicle.

Potent and very messy 



It’s tough to broadly 
evaluate “Into the 
Storm,” which lurch- 
es between good, 
the good kind of bad 
and just plain bad. 

It’s a spinning mix of 
valuable items and 
debris. But it doesn’t 
turn storm chasing 
into a generic, boring 
theme park ride like 
1996’s “Twister,” 
whose score turned 
the movie into “Indiana Jones and the No- 
Good Very Bad Weather.” Also, the effects 
in “Into the Storm” do achieve the desired, 
disaster-movie reaction of “Holy [bleep].” 

Chicago native Matt Walsh (“Ted,” 
“Hung”) stars as Pete, a documentary film- 
maker desperate to gather footage with his 
team of tornado chasers (including Illinois 
native Sarah Wayne Callies of “The Walk- 
ing Dead” as a meteorologist and Jeremy 
Sumpter of “Friday Night Lights” as a

cameraman). Major storms are brewing in 
Oklahoma, apparently the only possible set- 
ting for a tornado movie. This threatens to 
derail the first interaction high school junior 
Donnie (Max Deacon) has with his crush 
Kaitlyn (Alycia Debnam Carey), and delight 
a group of middle-American stereotypes who 
call themselves Twista Hunterz. Their leader 
is named Donk, who describes his tornado 
experience thusly: “One word: It sucked.” 
(The Twista Hunterz likely have never heard 
of Chicago rapper Twista.) 

Writer John Swetnam also penned this 
week’s “Step Up All In.” Spoiler alert: The 
found footage-based “Into the Storm” has 
no dance sequences, though it does feature 
a few bizarre, poorly judged moments that 
make it more fun, not less. These include 
a young girl’s pink bike impaling a minivan 
and an old man being rescued and gently 


placed about a foot away from a precariously 
tilted car, which still could injure him at any 
moment. 

Will I feel as mildly positive about “Into 
the Storm” after a good night’s sleep, which 
certainly didn’t happen during a full three 
days covering LoUa? Not sure. I know that 
sometimes the movie’s funny on purpose 
and sometimes by accident. I know that 
numerous backstories scream of cliche, but 


the heartfelt moments are delivered well. 
Sometimes it feels like “Cloverfield” with the 
monster replaced by a storm. Sometimes it’s 
only slightly less dumb than “2012.” The bad 
dialogue could be worse. 

Most importantly, “Into the Storm” is 
exciting and dramatic. It’s recommended for 
those who liked the opening of the “Simp- 
sons” episode “Hurricane Neddy” and prefer 
their on-screen weather patterns shark-free.

Everyone is ignoring Daniel Radcliffe. 

It could be that this is L.A., and you’re not 
supposed to act like celebrity means anything 
here (even though it means everything). Perhaps 
“Harry Potter” is starting to fade in the rear- 
view mirror. Or maybe Radcliffe just got lucky 

“What If,” which opens Friday marks his first 
time playing a romantic leading man— which is 
sort of bizarre, considering the 25-year-old has 
long been a heartthrob to the millions of young 
women who loved him asJ.K. Rowling’s famous 
boy wizard. 

“I’m not your typical romantic lead— this 
nerdy nebbishy guy who’s a bit nervous. I hope 
it’s not a stretch for people to see me as one,” he 
acknowledges gently 

His first post-“Potter” roles didn’t exactly cast 
him as a hip, modern character: He played a dark 
ghost hunter in the horror film “The Waman in 
Black” and then the poet Alien Ginsberg in “KiU 



Tour Darlings.” In the Broadway revival of the 
musical “How to Succeed in Business Without 
Really Trying,” he starred as a igfios-era office 
boy with big ambitions. 

While he’s abandoned period 
garb and geeky hairstyles in 
“What If,” he’s not the 
guy the leading lady 
(Zoe Kazan) is initially 
interested in. He’s 

always there, so she 
never sees him as 
an option. 

Kazan, a Yale 

graduate and the 
granddaughter of 
director EHa Kazan, prides 
herself on her work ethic. 

But on “What If,” RadcHffe 
always had her beat. 

“Before filming began,” director Michael 
Dowse says, “he asked for a crew list so that he 
could memorize the names of all of the crew 
members. I’ve never heard of an actor doing 


that.” 

Kazan understood this as not merely an 
indication of her co-star’s drive hut as a means 
of self-preservation. 

“I think there’s a temptation to 
look at someone like him and 
say ‘Oh, he got everything 
handed to him,’ ” the 
actress explains. “So he 
never wants anyone to 
be able to say that he 
was a diva— ever.” 

Radcliffe spends a 
lot of time thinking 
about how others 
perceive him. While 
recalling how much fun he 
had secretly wearing a Spider- 
Man costume at this year’s 
Comic-Con, he pauses to emphasize 
that he doesn’t “want it to come across like ‘Oh, 
I’m just trying to be normal, or whatever.’ ” 

At least in the U.S., he says, fans are usually 
excited to meet him. In his native England — 


where he spends a few months a year for tax 
purposes— he often feels like he’s the butt of 
a joke. 

“If I meet someone in a bar there, it’s hke, 
‘Who is gonna make a joke first? Who wants 
to come up to me in front of all their mates and 
make some ... ‘Harry Potter’ joke to win points 
in front of all their mates? And then I look at 
them, hke, ‘Do you actually think I’m going to 
laugh?’ ” 

Make no mistake— as respectful as RadcHfife 
may he toward the “Potter” franchise and its 
fans, he’s trying to distance himself from it. He 
declined to make appearances at Universal’s 
Potter theme park and has said he will not make 
a cameo in the film spinoff “Fantastic Beasts 
and Where to Find Them.” 

“I had to have a conversation with Warner 
Brothers because I kept saying ‘no,’ and in 
America people think saying ‘no’ means ‘I want 
more money’ ” he says. ‘And I was Hke, ‘No, really 
you don’t understand. I just feel uncomfortable 
putting the robes on and pretending to be this 
character I played when I was a child.’ ”

While I like an overstuffed burrito and an 
iced mocha as much as the next girl, the indie 
hangouts that have arrived in the neighbor- 
hood through this partnership between 
University of Chicago and the city of Chicago 
are what I’ve been anticipating most. In 
November, chef Matthias Merges opened 
Aio, a Eturopean-style restaurant that’s equal 
parts stylish and delicious. The latest addition 
is The Promontory, named for the scenic 
Promontory Point in Burnham Park. 

If my friends and I are going to spend our 
whole night out at one single place, we need 
three things: food, drinks and something to 
do besides watch each other eat and drink. 
With a three-pronged concert venue-restau- 
rant-bar concept— plus a killer patio— The 
Promontory is poised to offer just that.

My 
server raved about the panzanella ($ii) 
made with charred romaine and 
toasted squares of cornbread, but 
it was the least flavorful of the 
hearth-cooked dishes I tried. 

I’d rather save room for the 
Kentucky burgoo (S24), a game 
meat-filled Appalachian stew 
that Wentworth said typically 
“gets cooked to death.” To avoid 
a mushy mess, he cooks the meats — 
super-tender pork collar, rabbit sausage and 
delicate, smoky quail — separately before 
reuniting them with a tomato-based broth. 
Though the word “hearth” is repeated a near 
eyeroU-inducing amount on the menu and 
website, this dish is what it’s all about. 

Take a look in the mirror 

Beyond the hearth-cooked meats and veggies, 
a lot ofWentworth’s dishes also have a Medi- 
terranean bent. The mezze spread (S18)— with 
its addictive truffled white bean spread, 
smooth green garbanzo hummus and deli- 
ciously salty olive tapenade and flatbread for 
dipping— is a vegetarian snack that the whole 
table will end up digging into. The garlicky 
lamb burger ($16) smeared with smoked feta, 
picked red onion and the same olive tapenade 
packed all my favorite Greek flavors into one 
sandwich, though I don’t think I’ll ever prefer 
the molten, creamy interior of the chickpea 
fries it’s served with to regular old french fries. 
Before you flash your date a smile or head up- 
stairs for a concert, check your teeth; between 
all the char-flecked meats and oHve tapenades, 
you can probably guess what mine looked hke. 

Meet the cocktail matrix 

For a place with the simple motto “Just good 
drinks,” the cocktail menu looked pretty 
comphcated at first glance. It’s what direc- 
tor of operations WilUam Duncan calls “the 
cocktail matrix,” an idea he masterminded 
when The Promontory was in its early plan- 
ning stages more than two years ago. Spirits 
(rum, gin, whiskey tequila) are fisted along 
the left side of the chart, while styles — CO2 
(carbonated), shaken and stirred— run across 
the top; the 12 cocktails (Sio) fall into place 
below and are all subtle twists on classic 
drinks created primarily by bar manager 
Dustin Drankiewicz. It’s actually a pretty 
clever device to help you meet your new 
favorite cocktail: Once you’ve chosen the 
booze you’re in the mood for, you can scroll 
over to pick an option that’s fizzy (CO2), tart 
and refreshing (shaken drinks all include fruit 
juice) or a more potent slow sipper (these 
stirred drinks are spirits-only). I dug the 
Burnham Blinker (a sour and spicy mix of rye, 
raspberry shrub and fresno pepper named for 
Promontory Park’s creator Daniel Burnham), 
but the Promontory Paloma, mixed with 
soda made from “hearth-charred grapefruit,” 


didn’t deliver any of the smokiness I ex- 
pected. I was totally won over, though, 
by the booze-switcheroos that are 
the Jamaican Old Fashioned— 
the classic cocktail with rum 
instead of bourbon and La 
Colombo coffee bitters— and 
the Anejo Sazerac, a textbook 
sazerac, but with anejo tequila 
instead of rye. A little cocktail 
sketch next to each drink shows 
you exactly what you’re getting— 
and served as my first clue that the tall icy 
mug in front of no less than five bargoers was 
the Roots & Malt, a bourbon- or rye-spiked 
housemade root beer. 

Don’t overlook the wine 

It’d be easy to sip your way around the 
cocktail menu all night, but overlooking 
the wine fist would be a shame. Wine-sawy 
servers, more than 20 by-the-glass options 
and unstuffy descriptions from sommelier 
Diana Hawkins— like “raspberry herbs, BBQ 
grill” to describe Banshee pinot noir— make 
pairing wine with your meal totally painless. 

If you and your friends can agree on a bottle, 
there are plenty of S30-ish options, but check 
out the screen above the entrance first; that’s 
where Hawkins showcases a wine not nor- 
mally uncorked for by-the-glass pours. Beer 
drinkers can rely on six draft options, includ- 
ing one rotating choice from Moody Tongue, 
Jared Rouben’s new Pilsen brewery specializ- 
ing in beers made for pairing with food. 

The desserts are all dressed up 

Spotting two key words — s’mores souffle 
($9)— on the dessert menu from pastry chef 
Jeremy Brutzkus was enough for me to save 
room for sweets. The comforting combo of 
smoked graham cracker ice cream, chocolate 
souffle and charred marshmallow cream was 
like the classic campfire treat, all grown up 
and graduated from pastry school. The other 
desserts I tried— composed interpretations 
of banana pudding and a neapolitan ice cream 
sandwich (both $9)— were maybe too grown- 
up. The painstakingly plated, deconstructed 
versions of classic desserts seemed overly 
formal compared with the rest of the experi- 
ence. I would have been happy with an actual 
ice cream sandwich for a few bucks less. 

The bottom line 

Others have attempted the bar-resto-music 
trifecta (ahem. City Winery) and were less 
than successful out of the gate, and in a neigh- 
borhood starved for fresh entertainment 
options, the The Promontory team could 
have gotten away with a lot less. Hyde Park’s 
residents deserve more hangouts like this that 
are as ambitious as they are accessible.

The Promontory’s music 
lineup skews old school

The initial lineup new Hyde Park concert 
venue The Promontory showcases some 
significant names in jazz, blues and rock, 
choices that blend well with the neighbor- 
hood’s rich musical history "With bookings 
like legendary saxophonist Maceo Parker, 
it wouldn’t be a stretch to assume that The 
Promontory (which seats 300 and can hold 
up to 500 for standing-room shows) will ap- 
peal to attendees of the popular Hyde Park 
Jazz Festival. 

There’s no denying, however, that so far 
the lineup lacks many artists appealing to 
younger audiences. With the exception of last 
weekend’s hastily announced LoUapalooza 
after-show featuring indie rock act The 
Weeks, The Promontory doesn’t have a single 
artist booked under the age of 35. Acts like 
Chicago blues legend Syl Johnson (Sept. 12) 
and former James Brown collaborator Parker 
(Sept. 13) are in their 70s. It begs the question: 
Even though something is a lot better than 
nothing in a neighborhood thirsty for more 
entertainment, why does the programming 
skew so old? 

Owner Bruce Finkelman said The Prom- 
ontory’s initial Hneup isn’t necessarily reflec- 
tive of the venue’s long-term programming. 
“We’re just starting [to program shows},” he 
said. “For us to wait for some kind of per- 
fectly curated list of shows that looks good 
on paper and is appealing to everyone isn’t a 
good idea. We’re interested in shows that the

Floyd Davis can’t remember the last thing 
he built with his hands. And no, it wasn’t an 
IKEAhed frame. 

Was it the grand piano he built from 
scratch that ended up being a art piece for 
June’s Red Bull Flying Bach event? Was it 
most of the space in East Room, the hot new 
nightspot? The 33-year-old Artpentry studio 
founder isn’t sure. 

“Eve always been an artist,” Davis said. 
“If you ask my mom, she’ll tell you stories of 
me drawing before I could speak. I grew up 
learning how to build things from my dad, 
and the two interests merged somewhere 
during college.” 

Since then, the Pilsen resident has turned 
Artpentry (art + carpentry, get it?) from a 
passion project into a lucrative business. 
Global entities like Nike and Red Bull, and 
local brands like the South Loop’s Jugrnaut 
sneaker boutique and Code of Conduct tat- 
too studio all have called on Davis’ crafts- 
manship. 



Davis’ work has spread so far in fact, that 
he’s earned his fair share of copycats. Those 
trendy speakers built into old suitcases that 
can be found around town? Those are Da- 
vis’— or at least, they’re his idea. He claims 
to have pioneered the concept, and has seen 
a share of artists and companies create their 
own version without showing him a cent. 

When asked if that bothers him, Davis is 



pragmatic. “It used to bum me out seeing my 
work ripped off globally. I’ve since digested 
it as a positive thing. Not everyone can say 
that there are several strangers making a 
living off of one of their ideas; that’s a very 
moving thing for me personally” 

With new projects on the horizon for the 
likes of Old Style and Riot Fest, Davis is ex- 
cited about the future of Artpentry and the

Artpentry (1932 S. Halsted Ave.) is one of the 
30-plus stops on the Chicago Arts District's 
monthly gallery walk.

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Fashion and food 
bazaar still evolving

Setbacks can derail any business. But they also 
test your mettle. A series of challenges over 
two years took fashion consultant and Dose 
Market founder April Francis from question- 
ing herself as an entrepreneur to fortifying her 
vision and growth plan. As she prepares a new 
home for the artisanal fashion and food bazaar, 
she shares how dark days got her thinking big- 
ger. 

How has Dose evolved since its June 2011 
debut? 

Dose started out once a month {but the 
event’s space at the River East Arts Center 
closed]. 1 had to find a stopgap location 
because the space is a very important part of 
the experience. Anew space wasn’t going to 
be ready so I moved it over to Chop Shop {in 
the Wicker Park neighborhood in October 
2013I and made it weekly because the size was 
smaller and 1 wanted to change it up. Then, 
at the end of last year, I was in a very bad car 
accident, which took me out. 1 produced only 
two Doses this spring; 1 planned on doing 
four, but the space was double-booked. 

Some observers predicted the demise of 
Dose after three former empioyees left two 
years ago to start their own market. How did 
that affect you? 

That shook me, and I finally came out of the 
other side of that. 1 withdrew, but now I’m 
making connections and making a lot of prog- 
ress. One of the greatest lessons I learned is, 
you have to take full control of the narrative. 
You’ve got to toot your own horn in business. 
I’ve done 25 Doses since they left. 


Eariier this year you joined dry cieaning 
startup Dryv for a stint. Why? 

I joined Dryv in April as vice president of 
strategy and I stayed there for nine weeks and 
left because I’m a founder. I wanted to be in 
an office and have that day-to-day interaction 
with a team. I’ve been solo for seven or eight 
years, and I knew I wouldn’t be able to grow 
further if I didn’t have that. I had been doubt- 
ing myself and looking for a safe harbor, but 
nothing is “safe.” Doing Dryv made me realize 
that marketing a mass-market product is not 
for me. 

So, you’re back to Dose. What’s happening 
now? 

On Sept. 21, we’re doing the Dose Bomb at 
our new space at 401 N. Morgan in the West 
Loop. There’s a perfect market floor. I’m 
only going to do Doses in September and 
December and, I would imagine, February I 
am working hard to add more to Dose, and 
decreasing its frequency is part of the plan. It’s 
a different landscape from 2010. There are a 
lot more markets and a lot more online. 

Do you want to scaie up? 

The strategy has been to make small busi- 
nesses money and to be their engine for 
promotion and to do it in away that is just as 
good for the consumer. Dose is not an attrac- 
tive business for people interested in making 
and accumulating money I need to change 
that. I’m working on seeing what’s missing 
and finding a solution that will allow for more 
people to benefit from it financially

Bigotry disease, 
addiction and ample 
amounts of blood 
splash over Cinemax’s 
“The Knick.” It’s not 
easy to watch, but the 
Steven Soderbergh- 
directed period 
hospital drama sure is worth a look. 

The director doesn’t flinch at depicting 
early-20th-century surgical procedures in aU 
their disturbingly gory glory Surgeons fry 
a man’s insides— and electrocute a nurse— 
while testing a new procedure using barely- 
tamed electricity They sew skin from a 
woman’s arm to her face to replace a nose lost 
to syphilis, leaving that skin also attached to 
her arm for weeks while the graft takes. They 
hack away at patients, sometimes going el- 
bow deep into bodies but rarely saving a life. 

“It seems we are still learning,” a doctor 
says after a failed procedure. “If nothing else, 
this has been instructive for you.” 

Believe it or not, in 1900, New York’s 
Knickerbocker Hospital offers the most ad- 
vanced medical care of the day And Dr. John 
Thackery is the hospital’s rock star, pushing 
the envelope with every surgery in hopes of 
finding the key to actually saving lives. 

He’s also an egomaniac, cocaine addict and 
all-around jerk. Thackery may be an overused 
TV trope, but Clive Owen attacks the role 
with surgical precision, cutting through the 
cliche to present a man who unapologetically 
revels in scientific discovery and possibility 

One ofThackerys least likable qualities is 
his treatment of Dr. Algernon Edwards (An-

dre Holland), a black physician whom Thack- 
ery is forced to hire. Money from shipping 
tycoon August Robertson (Grainger Hines) 
and his hands-on daughter, Cornelia (Juliet 
Rylance), help keep The Knick open— and 
Edwards is their man. Thackery may not be 
a racist, but he doesn’t want to hire a doctor 
from whom patients will refuse treatment. 

Not surprisingly “The Knick” goes beyond 
its period medical stories to touch on still-cur- 
rent issues including race, abortion, corrup- 
tion and the right to health care. And while 
many of its characters are shallow archetypes, 
it introduces fascinating characters such as 
Sister Harriet (Cara Seymour), a chain-smok- 
ing nun who forges an uneasy alliance with 
greedy ambulance driver Tom Cleary (Chris 
Sullivan), and Lucy Elkins (Eve Hewson), 
a rookie nurse who becomes less innocent 
through each encounter with Thackery 

Soderbergh directed all 10 episodes of the 
first season (it’s already been picked up for a 
second). Unlike the stateliness of “Downton 
Abbey” and other like dramas, Soderbergh 
banks on grittiness, using hand-held cameras 
at odd angles to track a slow-motion fight or 
race to catch up to characters. 

Cliff Martinez’s spare score isn’t the period 
ragtime you’d expect, but a haunting elec- 
tronica that is oddly effective in setting the 
era from the characters’ perspective: They’re 
at the forefront of exciting, changing times.
